Judgment Delivered Yesterday 
In Davies Sayward vs. 
Buchanan et al. 



Plaintiffs Win Case, Damapes 
to Be Fixed By Further 
Trial. 



Yesterday argument was heard by '.be 
Hon. Mr. Justice Irving m the Supreme 
court in the on^u of Davles-Snywnrd 
Timber Company va. Buchanan et al. In 
'the. morning K. I'. Duvis, K. C. ad- 
dressed His lordship on behalf of the 
defendants and E. V. Bodwell, K. C, 
begun his> argument, during which the 
adjournment for lunch was taken. 

After lunoh Mr. Bodwell continued his 
•argument mid nfter the conclusion Hie 
Lordship gave judgment. 

IK- began by referring to the topo- 
graphical outlines of the country drained 
by the Goat and Kootenay rivers. He 
then took up the discussion about the 
various mouths of Goat river and paid 
lie thought that either one of the two 
mouths inside of the two extreme 
mouths might well be called the mouth 
of Goat river. In early days there 
was a landing m one of these called 
Goat river and afterwards another fur- 
ther south called Goat river landing. 

'The plaintiffs on Kith March, 1802. 
obtained from the provincial government 
a timber lease, which had been criti- 
cised. This lease was for twenty-one 
years and he considered it a good lease, 
.lu.st before they got the lease and long 
after they had made the application ihr 
net jf 1S92 was passed, lie did not 
think that the change of law changed 
thv status of the lease, which he 
thought came under the act of ls.SK. in 
which it is- stated thai :i pro-emptor 
cuui, 1 not cut timber for sale from any 
land pre-empted. 

Subsequently the three defendants. 
How, Mttlo and Arm wan i tu, 11I1011' 
1S97 and 1S0S, secured the Crown 
grants. Tin r pre-emptions took up a 
great deal oi the leased property. The 
department «« not aware thai this 
property had been previously leased un- 
til some time after the Crown grants 
were issued. The three defendants were 
then warned by the department not to 
<'ut the tim'her on account of the lease. 
It is claimed that for tbo ignorance of 
the department the plaintiffs are respon- 
sible. 

His Lordship thru went into the mat- 
ter of the surveyor's notes, lie thought 
tivere was no doubt that anybody could 
locate the claim had he so desired. 

The department had the survey, ac- 
cepted it and issued the lease to IMr. 
Sayward and there the matter enfis. 
The timber on that land became the 
plaintiffs and the Crown hail nothing 
more to do with it. 

Shortly after the defendants took pos- 
session ami in 1S0S commenced to sell 
the timber and continued doing so alter 
they had been warned to cease. 

He believed Mr. Buchanan did not 
know of these facts; until February, 
1903, when Mr. Schernierhorn wrote 
him and informed him of his princi- 
pals' lease on the property. 

He gave judgment for the plaintiffs 
•with reference as to damages. The in- 
junction secured by the plaintiffs to 
stop the defendants cutting timber in 
perpetuated. 

The court then adjourned until 10:30 
this morning.

as against private ownership and con- 
trol was not on the whole favorable.

"by private companies, it was shown 
that ninny items that .should have 'been 
charged to tin- cost of operating' the 
iplnnts were not so debited, but were de- 
frayed out of the municipal taxefl, while 
expenditures thai a company would have 
Included in its operating expenses were 
debited to capital account. JJeeetitly 
|.\Ir. Bernard Shaw, an ex-member of 
the 'London County Council and a well- 
known publicist, .published a pamphlet 
tin Municipal trading of which he is an 
earnest advocate.

Manager of the Hudson Bay 
Company's Trading Posts 
Gives Particulars. 



Gold Mas Been Found in Paying 
Quantities By Some 
Indians. 



I'. Mntheson, general uinnnger of Che 
•Hn'lv.ii Buy Comi>:uiy's trading posts 
in Northern British Columbia, who was 
tfier-u ;i short time ago, lias conveyed 
•J 1 1 a letter to a friend in Seattle some 
<a l;li:i ilrl> pirtlL ,ll irs Zi t'lE big winks 
of lilhicer gold in Uie Mard* river couutry 
IWilucli i he Colonist made UK'lrtlou of 
(rmt< recently. 

It seems that last autumn a Mr. W. 
'A. 3WLeod got considerable course gold 
'from some Indians who had been away 
in a far distant 'hunting gxouiwl. OUT. 
CMcLeoil was at one time in charge <>f 
the, Hudson Bay Company's trading post 
at Fort Nelson, on the Nelson riveT, I ■ 1 1 r 
Iliad lately been transferred t« Ktort 
(Liard, at the junction of tho (Mackenzie 
-and Liard rivers. The Indians, who 
(had the gold were some of his old Nel- 
ison country Indians. They ihappeined 
■(to liavc received some favors at. hit) 
ihands in former times, which, by the 
•way, tho Indian seldom forgets. In this 
way lie got one of them ito tell liiin 
Wi'ere the gold came from. 

ISo it happened that last fall RkfLeod 
'left the cocjpnny's service and lie and 
Alia brother, with one of the Indians, 
•.started out on their quest for the gold. 

They were absent fur only ;l short 
'lime, because the snow was nlxeady oin 
•ilw mountains, bur brought out .some 
•very iline samples of coarse godl. 

'.V few weeks ago Mr. Mi'Loud went 
up the 'Sticfkeen river from Wrttngel and 
-engaged an outfit and two or three men. 
filliey expect to start for the diggings as 
•soon as the ice- gets out of the rivers. 

I'llhe student at the Washington uni- 
versity to whom Mr. Mntheson wrote 
is. 'Dr. I). F. (MacDonald, a junior in the 
•school of mines. When interviewed Dir. 
jMlHiDounld said: 

"Yes, the strike eeams ro be genuine 
enough. 1 know the country -well, as I 
■was in the service of the Hudson Bay 
•Company throughout that part of Brit- 
ish Columbia for three years. 1 made 
■several trips down the Dease and Liard 
trivcrs in the interests of the company. 
There are very few white men in the 
country. As hunters, huntsmen, guides, 
•etc., we found Indians much more sat- 
isfactory, and for that reason always 
employed them rather than whit.' men. 

"There are thousands of miles of ter- 
ritory drained by the Liard river and 
its tributaries tihnt 'have never even been 
ueeu by a white man. Tlie river mi

iWhen asked if it is true that the 
1>ollcy of the Hudson Bay Company is 
lo prevent while men from going into 
the country, Mr. MncDnnahi said that 
the situntion is this: "Willie men went 
in an 1 prospected in summer, to which 
no one objected, but in winter they 
sometimes invaded the Indians' hunting 



grounds with their traps. This invari- 
ably resulted in trouble iwitili tin? In- 
dians, who would not hesitate to use 
their 'girns in such cases. Hence the 
Company did not care to see white 
liiinte.r.s go into that part of the coun- 
try. However, prospectors were not dis- 
couraged from looking fin- mines if they 
did not antagonize the Indians." 
_ 'WOien questioned as to tlie most prac- 
ticable way to get into the N'ahaui coun- 
try Mr. Mad ),,nald said the Wrnugel 
route was much the best. "From W-ran- 
gel a river steamer goes to Teb-gra ph 
creek. From there a good pack trail 
leads to I lease lake which was put in 
last -season by tlie Thibbert Creek Min- 
ing Company. Lumber can be purchas- 
ed here and boats ibuilt, 

.When the boa I is built and' the mil lit 

loaded in, <,'■■■ exciting part of the voy- 
age begins. The waters of Dease riv- 
er, down which tlie voyager goes, are 
very swift and there arc taree bad rap- 
ids. The Liard river v extremely swift 
and it i> necessary to portage the whole 
outfit in .-'ill'," places. During the per- 
iod nf high wntiM 1 , in .Inly, it is lkrnc- 
tlcally impossible to navigate the river. 
1 shall never forget my lira! trip down 
these rivers in the summer of 3898. The 
scenery is indescribably grand, and the 
thunder of the foaming waters mingle,!' 
with the excited shouts of my Uldiiini 
crew as we shot between the grim ami 
Cowering walls of some mountain can- 
yon tilled with, rocks and a seething 
caldron of white water gave one a taste 
of the wild enthusiasm of the cavalry 
charge or the stampede of a 'hunch oi 
cattle in a midnight storm. 

"Of course it will he necessary to have 
millers' licenses front the government 
of the Northwest Territory. These cost 
$10. An outfit cat] usually be purchased! 
in Telegraph Creek, where there are two 
large general stores belonging to the 
■Hudson Buy Company. Charges over 
the pack trail to Dense lake are !S cents 
per -pound. \ few good river boats, 
owned by a milling company, were for 
sale <>n Dease lake a year ago at $250 
each. They would carry about four tout; 
of stuff. Since the sawmill was brought 
in I should think that u boat with a 
capacity of L.500 pounds could be .built 
for $~r> to $1)0. -None but good river 
men shouCd attempt these rivers without 
a guide. 

"The ice on the Dease river breaks Tip 
the first week in June. The rivers can 
then be navigated by boats until high 
water in July, when the canyons on the 
Liard becomes Impassible until the wa- 
ter goes down again, about tho first 
of August. 

"As in all other gold strikes there will 
probably be thousands of dollars 
thrown away in the purchase of needless 
articles of outfit by the uninitiated and 
no doubt tunny will lose their supplies 
and possibly their lives in attempting to 
reach the~iand of gold without proper 
guides. Still if that vast extent of un- 
known land is opined up and made to 
give up its gold Immunity will he the 
gainer in spite of '.he cost." 

In conclusion .Mr. McDonald dwelt on 
the wild beauty of the country. He said 
in pari ilia; the linppy hours spent with 
nature and nature's children in that 
glorious mountain home would i 
forgotten ,liv him: "that the
